The  decree  pointed  out  that  church- 
owned  schools  have  been  taken  over 
by  the  State,  but  said  that  the  Ortho¬ 
dox  Church  will  be  permitted  to  re¬ 
tain  control  over  two  seminsuies. 

Baptist  leaders  here  described  the 
new  law  as  “not  too  strict  to  prevent 
our  activities,  even  though  the  con¬ 
trols  are  severe."

Suggestions  For 
Better  Minutes 

Southern  Baptists  are  indebted 
to  Porter  Routh,  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Survey,  Statistics, 
and  Information  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board  for  much 
helpful  information  and  many 
good  suggestions  for  keeping  bet¬ 
ter  records. 

He  is  greatly  interested  in  bet¬ 
ter  associational  minutes  and  we 
give  below  in  condensetl  form 
some  of  his  suggestions  for  im¬ 
proving  the  minutes  of  our  as- 
s<H.*iations. 

1.  Clerks  should  try  to  make  an  at¬ 
tractive.  usable  book  that  will  appeal 
to  those  not  ordinarily  interested  in 
associational  matters. 

3.  Make  an  alphabetized  Index  and 
have  It  printed  on  the  outside  of  the 
back  cover.  This  will  save  time  In 
fumbling  for  Information. 

3.  Get  the  association  to  elect  some¬ 
one  to  write  a  one-page  description 
of  the  year’s  work  of  personalities, 
churches,  and  movements.  This  will 
be  valuable  and  Interesting  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  future. 

4. -  Omit  or  condense  long,  wordy  re¬ 
ports.  Include  only  figures  of  the  ac¬ 
tual  work  of  the  association. 

5.  Change  the  style  of  the  cover. 
Variety  attracts  attention.  Don’t  use 
the  same  style  and  color  year  after 
yesu'. 

6.  Insert  a  complete  directory  of 
churches  and  associational  officers, 
including  complete  addresses  for  each 
name.

A  Baptist  Asset 

Without  daring  to  discredit  any 
of  our  organizations  or  work,  we 
would  at  the  beginning  of  anoth¬ 
er  associational  season,  impress 
upon  our  readers  the  importance 
of  our  associations.  Unless  it  be  the 
local  churcli,  no  part  of  our  deno¬ 
minational  organization  is  so 
packed  with  potency  and  power  as 
the  associations.  TTie  a.ssociation 
reaches  more  people  than  any 
other  similar  organization.  Very 
few  of  our  associations  have  less 
than  200  people  in  attendance; 
many  have  far  more.  If  the  aver¬ 
age  is  200,  then  the  73  associations 
in  Mi.ssissippi  will  have  a  total 
minimum  attendance  'of  14,600 
people.  We  doubt  if  our  state  con¬ 
vention  averages  1,000  per  year. 
Less  than  10,000  mes.sengers  were 
registered  at  the  1948  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

While  some  churches  push  or 
support  none,  or  at  best  a  few  of 
our  denominational  objects,  the 
association  usually  finds  time  to 
hear  about  all. 

The  association  is  closer  to  the 
people  than  our  other  conventions. 
It  is  closer  in  distance  and  closer 
in  feeling.  Many  people  with  good 
ideas  about  the  work,  who  are 
timid  in  our  conventions,  feel  free 
to  speak  out  at  the  a.s.sociations. 

It  is  closer  because  it  can  deal 
more  intimately  with  local  nee<ls 
and  situations.  It  is  closer  because 


it  affords  state  and  South-wide 
workers  an  opportunity  to  get  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  front  line  work¬ 
ers  and  just  plain  Baptists. 

It  is  closer  because  it  affords  an 
opportunity,  ami  often  the  only 
one,  for  many  to  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  work  beyond  the 
l<K‘al  church.  In  Mississippi  the 
majority  of  our  churches  are 
quarter-time  churches,  and  no 
quarter  or  half-time  |iastor  can 
pro|H‘rly  preynt  all  the  objects 
during  the  year  and  have  any 
preaching  time  left.  We  know  of 
many  instances  where  just  one 
|)ersuji  at  an  ass<K‘iation  caught  a 
vision  of  the  neetls  of  our  work 
and  went  back  to  his  church  and 
helpeil  lead  the  church  to  greater 
accomplishments. 

The  assiK'iation  is  closer  becau.se 
it  enables  each  church  to  report 
its  own  w'ork  and  to  compare  its 
ai*hievements  with  the  acliieve- 
menls  of  other  churches.  This  of¬ 
ten  results  in  increased  efforts 
upon  the  part  of  some  clmrclies. 
Tliey  see  what  nearby  churches 
have  done,  and  decide  that  they 
can  do  likewise. 

The  association  has  no  authority’ 
aver  churches;ever>’ Baptist  church 
is  a  democracy  within  itself.  No 
outside  person,  persons,  or  organi¬ 
zation  can  exercise  any  authority 
over  a  Baptist  church.  Messengers 
are  elected  by  the  churches.  These 
messengers  compose  the  associa- 
jion.  Tliey  can  only  counsel  and 
plan.  Churches  may,  and  usually 
do,  abide  by  the  decision.s,  plans 
and  programs  which  their  ines^ 
sengers  and  the  mes.sengers  of 
other  churches  in  the  association 
adopt.  But  they  do  it  voluntarily 
and  not  because  anyone  forces 
them  to  do  so. 

The  boundaries  of  our  as.socia- 
tions  ^  likewise  in  the  hands  of 
the  churches.  A  small  number  or 
a  large  number  of  churches  volun- 
tarity  band  themselves  together 
for  mutual  goinl.  In  Mississippi  the 
George  County  Association  is 
composed  of  the  five  Baptist 
churches  in  that  county.  This  is 
the  smallest  number  of  churches 
in  an  a.ssociation  in  the  state.  The 
largest  is  the  Calhoun  County  As¬ 
sociation,  with  forty  churches. 

In  view  of  the  pow-er  which  our 
associations  exert  and  the  large 
number  of  people  and  churches 
touched,  and  be<^use  cliurches  are 
free  to  accept  or  reject  the  actions 
of  the  association,  much  time  and 
thought  should  be  given  to  pre¬ 
paring  a  program  that  will  inform, 
inspire  and  energize  those  so  for¬ 
tunate  as  to  attend  our  associa¬ 
tional  meetings. 

I>r.  B.  W.  Spillman,  one  of  our 
strongest  denominational  leaders, 
^Tiling  on  “The  District  Associa¬ 
tion,  in  Charity  and  Chihlren 
(North  Carolina),  tells  of  an  “ex¬ 
periment”  the  a.ssociation  in  which 


lie  lives  and  of  which  he  is  mu«|( 
rator,  has  made.  The  first  ihn,^ 
they  did,  he  says,  was  to  decide  «, 
a  one-day  meeting  instead  of  twi 
days  because  the  second  day  hu. 
.warcely  a  “corporal’s  guard”  in 
attendance. 

Second,  they  eliminated  the  iu- 
iroductory  sermon — “Why  shuukt 
une-fourth  of  the  time  of  the  as- 
MK'iation  be  taken  to  hear  what 
ever  person  in  the  body  hears  or 
may  hear  every  muntl),  and  if  they 
wish  to  do  so,  hear  every  Sunday  ?” 

Third,  no  repiirts  are  read  ex¬ 
cept  that  of  the  executive  cuminit- 
lee  “Why  should  good  time  be 
taken  for  some  brother  to  ri'ad  u 
well-prei)ure<l  (|H‘rbaps)  report  on 
Home  Mls.sions,  Orplianages,  etc., 
when  he  dtHW  not  know  any  more 
alMiut  it  Ihun  any  other  mes.senger 
in  the  group’?  And  why  use  valu¬ 
able  space  in  the  minutes  and 
s|)eiul  , therefore,  the  1-urd's  money 
for  a  thing  which  is  read  by  practi¬ 
cally  no  one  except  the  clerk,  the 
printer  and  the  man  who  wrote 
it?” 

A  giKHl  as.socialiun,  in  the  words 
of  Arthur  Flake,  “Dot*sn’t  just  hap- 
|>en.”  It  lakes  planning,  promot¬ 
ing,  work  and  more  work.  Much 
of  this  must  be  <lone  by  the  iiumIc- 
ralor.  Some  few  moderators  say 
they  don’t  lead  out  in  pre|>aring 
programs  and  promoting  their  as¬ 
sociation  for  fear  of  criticism. 
While  they  may  be  honest  in  their 
attitude,  we  rather  prefer  to  be 
criticized  for  doing  SOMETHING 
rather  than  be  criticized  for  doing 
NOTHING. 

,  We  believe  the  best  persons  in 
the  assiK'iation  .should  be  asked 
eitlier  to  report  or  s|>eak  on  the 
various  subjects.  We  remember 
program  comiuillees  putting  |ieu- 
ple  on  a  program,  “So  they  will 
come.”  Tliat  is  expensive  attend¬ 
ance.  And  |)eople  should  be  usetl 
who  “practice  what  they  preach.” 
Recently  a  ]>aslor  told  us  that  he 
declined  to  make  a  report  on  “The 
Brotherhood”  because  he  didn’t 
have  a  Brotherh<M>d  in  his  church. 
He  was  exactly  right.  One  of  the 
driest  s|)eeche8  we  ever  heard  at 
an  assiK'ialion  was  a  very  earnest 
and  irassionate  Foreign  Mission 
plea  by  a  |iastor  whose  churches 
never  had  (during  his  pastoratB^ 
given  anything  to  Foreign  (or  any 
other  kind)  Missions. 

Our  chief  concern  now  is  that 
our  associations  are  so  planned  as 
to  get  the  maximum  results  from 
the  meetings.  Every  messenger 
should  go  home  a  belter  Baptist, 
beet  ter  prepared  to  promote  things 
that  need  promoting,  and  King<loin 
builders  with  a  vision. 

As  our  associations  meet  let 
everyone  concerned  see  that  tl»^ 
fieople  who  come  arc  fed  and  not 
fooled,  helped  and  not  hin<lere<l. 
It  is  foolish  and  wasteful  as  well  as 
detrimental  to  Kingdom  affairs  to 
allow  messengers  to  come  to  an

There  came  the  time  for  Paul  aad 
his  friends  to  leaye  Corinth  aad  they 
came  at  length  to  Ephesus.  Here 
they  separated  that  Paul  might  go  to 
the  synagogue  to  reason  with  the 
Jews  there,  and  the  fine  couple  with 
whom  he  had  labored  in  Corinth 
might  fulfill  their  mission  under  God 
in  teaching  a  truly  great  preacher  — 
Appollos.  He  vhis  learned  in  the  Old 
Testameat  Scriptures,  attractive  ia 
appearance  and  eloquent  ia  a  re¬ 
markable  measure.  He  was  a  fer¬ 
vent  man,  able  to  set  forth  his  teach¬ 
ing  in  winsome  form,  but  he  was  hn- 
perfeetly  taformed  as  to  the  Christian 
truth.  He  did  not  know  the  deeper 
truths  syntboliaed  by  Christian  bap¬ 
tism;  he  had  come  to  Christianity 
through  some  assocUtion  with  the 
baptism  of  John.

For  New  Building 
To  Cost  $142,453 

Contracts  aggregating  $142,453  have 
been  for  a  new  school  building  and 
gymnasium  for  the  Baptist  Orphan¬ 
age  in  Jackson. 

James  M.  Spain  is  architect  for  the 
new  structure,  and  the  general  con¬ 
tract  went  to  Tom  Scott's  Capital 
Building  company  for  $129,000. 

The  plumbing  and  heating  award 
went  to  Prather  and  Seal  for  $9,500  and 
the  Allen  Electric  company  won  the 
electrical  work  with  a  low  bid  of  $3,- 
953. 

The  building  will  contain  eight 
classrooms,  music  room,  library,  etc., 
and  the  gymnasium  will  be  complete 
with  basketball  court,  bleacher  seats, 
etc. 

The  new  building  will  face  Woodrow 
Wilson  boulevard  and  will  lie  Just 
west  of  the  present  out-moded  school 
building. 

Funds  for  the  new  building  are  al¬ 
ready  in  hand,  Supt.  W.  O.  Mize  an¬ 
nounced. 

The  school  operates  eight  months 
at  county  and  state  expense,  and  the 
Baptists  provide  the  ninth  month  so 
that  the  children  may  have  the  equi¬ 
valent  education  of  the  best  school  dis¬ 
tricts.

The  Lena  Church,  one  of  the  largest 
Baptist  Churches  in  Leake  County,
